TWO BELTS from WOOL ODDMENTS

ABBREVIATIONS used for the Belts : Ch.—chain, d.c.—double crochet, st.—stitch, 
in.—inch, inc.—increase, dec.—decrease, beg.—beginning. 


MATERIALS. 

2 balls of 3 or 4 ply wool, one light and 
one dark (used in double thickness or 
“ double knitting ” wool used singly). 

1 small ball of contrasting wool. 

A No. 7 crochet hook. 

A hook and eye to fasten. 

Using light wool, work 4 ch.; join into a 
circle and work 4 d.c. sts., one into each 
ch., then one d.c. st. on top of first d.c. 
st. From now on work thus ; going round 
and round in circles, work in d.c. sts., but 
instead of taking up loop of d.c. st. below 
take up lower part (“body”) of d.c. st.; 
this is to make it firmer. Work about 
12 ins. (or half the required waist 
measurement, when slightly stretched), in 
light wool ; break off wool and join in 
dark wool and continue in the same st. for 
the same length. Fasten off. Work a 
second piece in the same way.. Darn in 
threads, fold each piece in half and join 
ends together neatly. Sew on hook and 
eye to fasten at back. To hold centres 
together, place two pieces on table with 
contrasting colours meeting (as shown in 
illustration) and catch together with a 
stitch in either colour wool. 

Using 4 thicknesses of contrasting wool (3 
or 4 ply), work three strips, each of 23 ch. 
and leaving an end of wool each end. 
Take one strip and pass round the two 
loops in centre, tie two knots tightly on 
the right side, then take ends to back and 
darn in threads. Do this again at the two 
sides, about 3^ ins. from centre. 


MATERIALS. 

A small amount of dark (3 or 4 ply wool), 
and some light 3 or 4 ply wool. 

A No. 9 crochet hook. 

2 press studs or hooks and eyes to fasten. 
2 small metal shoe buckles (off an old 
pair of shoes). 

MEASUREMENTS. Belt (when completed) 
27 { ins. long ; for each inch extra re¬ 
quired in size add 3 sts. to each side piece. 
TENSION. About 6 d.c. to 1 in. 

For all dark parts use double thickness of 
wool, and for all light parts single 
thickness. 

Dark Centre Part. 51 ch., turn and work 
a row of 50 d.c. sts. Continue in d.c., 
inserting hook into both loops of d.c. or 
row below, working thus: six rows, inc. 
a st. at beg. and end of every row. One 
plain row. Six rows dec. a st. at beg. and 
end of every row. One row of slip sts. 
right round. 

Light Side Parts. 53 ch., turn, work a row 
of 52 d.c. sts., turn with 1 ch., and work 
d.c. sts. until you have 8 rows of d.c. in 
all. Work another piece. Edge the side 
pieces with dark wool by working 2 rows 
of slip sts. right round (turning with 1 ch. 
after first row). 

Buckle Straps (light). 40 ch., turn, work 
a row of 39 slip sts., turn with 1 ch. and 
always take up one loop of slip sts. only, 
work another plain row. 3rd row : inc. 
1 st. at beg. and end of row. 4th row : 
dec. 1 st. at beg. and end of row. 5th 
row ; plain. Darn in all threads. Press

TWO BELTS from OLD FELT HATS 

(For instructions for cutting felt, see back page.) 


MATERIALS. 

1 Felt Hat. 2 No. 6 knitting needles. 

TENSION. About 2} sts. to ] inch. 
ABBREVIATIONS. K.—knit, P.—purl, st. 
—stitch, si.—slip, st. st.—stocking stitch 
(1 row K„ 1 row P.), rep.—repeat, 
ins.—inches. 

Cast on 5 sts. 

1st row. Working into back of each st., 
K. to end. 

2nd row. SI. 1, P. to end. 

3rd row. SI. 1, K. to end. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows once, then rep. 
2nd row once more. 

7th row. SI. 1, P. 1, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

8th row. SI. 1, P. 1, K. 1, P. 2. 

Rep. 7th and 8th rows until work 
measures required length. 

Next row. Cast off 3 sts., K. to end. 
Work in st. st. on remaining 2 sts. for 
21 ins. Cast off. 

Stitch, these 2 cast-off sts. to other end of 
cast-off edge of belt to form a loop. 

Press with warm iron over a damp cloth. 
Clasp: (See photograph on back page). 
Take two pieces of felt in contrasting or 
matching shade ins. by 2^ ins. Roll 
into tight rolls and sew down, forming 
buttons. Sew one on to cast-on edge of 
belt to fasten with loop, sew the other 
one to extreme outer edge of loop, to 
match with 1st button when fastened. 
Now take two pieces of felt in same shade 
li ins. by 3^ ins. Cut the narrow edees 
of these pieces for about \ in. at £ in. 
intervals to form a fringe. Fold over so 
that the bottom fringe shows under the 
top and stitch ^ in. from folded edge. Sew 
one on to cast-off edge of belt at base of 
loop, the other about l), ins. from cast-on 
edge of belt, with folded ends to belt 
fastenings. 


MATERIALS. 

1 Felt Hat. 

2 No. 6 knitting needles. 

A short spare needle pointed both ends. 
A crochet hook. 

TENSION. About 2 \ sts. to 1 inch. 

Cast on 8 sts. 

1st row. Working into back of each st., 
K. to end. 2nd row. P. to end. 

3rd row. K. to end. 4th row. P. to end. 
5th & 6th rows. P. to end. 

7th—12th rows. Work 6 rows st. st., 
ending with a P. row. 

* 13th row. Slip 4 sts. on to spare needle, 
leave at back of work, K. next 4 sts., K. 
4 sts. from spare needle. 

Work 11 rows in st. st., beginning and 
ending with a P. row. * 

Repeat from * to * until work measures 
about 2 \ ins. short of required length. 
Repeat 13th row once more, then work 
7 rows in st. st., beginning and ending 
with a P. row. 

Next 2 rows. P. to end. 

Work 2 rows in st. st. Cast off on a K. row. 
MAKE UP. Crochet a chain on top of 
cast-on edge to match cast-off edge. Press 
with warm iron over damp cloth, then 
pull cable out flat while still damp. 
Buttons : Take a small piece of felt, in 
matching or contrasting colour, about 2 
ins. by \ in., roll into tight roil and sew 
down. Make 3 more buttons to match. 
Sew 2 buttons about J in. apart in the 
centre of the st. st. panels at each end 
of belt. 

Make Loops: (See photograph on back 
page.) Take a strip of felt, in matching 
shade, 4£ ins. by £ in., fold the ends over 
to centre forming two loops and sew 
down. Cover join with a small piece of 
felt. Make a second loop in same way and 
slip over buttons for fastening. 



WOOL BELT No. 2 (continued) 
work on wrong side with damp cloth and 

When piecing belt together see that the 
last row of slip sts. of every part shows 
on wrong side, i.e„ the wrong side of the 
slip sts. is right side for you to show. 


Slip buckles through straps, pin straps 
on to centre part, then stitch down firmly 
using matching thread. Stitch side parts, 
slightly overlapping point of centre part 
and fix hooks and eyes or press studs to 
fasten at the back.

CUTTING THE FELT 

(for Belts Nos. 3 & 4). 

If the hat is blocked in one piece it is a 
straightforward cut round the edge of the 
brim to the centre of the crown as in 
photograph. 

The felt should be cut slightly less than 
i in. thick. It must be cut evenly as this 
tends to lessen the strain when knitting. 
There need be no waste of felt if the 
cutting is done correctly. 

If the hat is made up in sections, unpick 
each piece carefully and round off any 
corners. It can then be cut as before. 
When joining two pieces of felt tie the 
two ends together in a knot on the 
wrong side of the work. Tuck away 
the ends afterwards. Do not knit the 
felt tightly. 

Slip the first stitch of every row to give 
a neat edge ; with the exception of 
increasing and decreasing rows.
